‘Sky Sculpture’ opens at the gallery

Flight related sculptures made 
from all kinds of materials and in all 
shapes and sizes and colorful kites 
which have been exhibited around 
the world will be combined in ‘“‘Tom 
Van Sant-Sky Sculpture,’’ opening 
Sunday at the Rex W. Wignall 
Museum-Gallery at Chaffey 
College. 

Persons who attend an opening 
reception 2-4 p.m. Sunday at the 
museum will see the one-man show 
of the works of Hollywood artist 
Tom Van Sant, whose non- 
conventional kites will be shown for 
the first time in Southern Calfiornia. 

The artist’s works have just 
returned from shows in Europe, 
including the Institute of 
Contemporary Art in London and 
the National Center for 
Contemporary Art in Paris. 

According to museum director 
James ‘‘Skip’’ Pahl, Van Sant’s 
kites got a ‘‘fantastic’’ reaction in 
Europe where ‘“‘there is a kind of 
internataional fascination for 
kites.’’ More than 40,000 people saw 
his work during a three-week 
showing in Paris, Pahl noted. 

The exhibit consists of a giant kite 
and 15 other handmade ‘‘sculptural’”’ 
kites which Van Sant makes ‘“‘for 
fun, as a kind of release,’ Pahl said. 
The multi-colored kites are of a 
“surprising variation in design’’ in 
all shapes and sizes and they all fly, 
he noted. 

The artist utilizes ‘‘space age”’ 
materials in his kites, including a 
paper-like “‘rip-stop nylon’’ instead 
of the traditional paper or plastic, 
fiberglass poles for the ‘‘bones”’ 
which provide support instead of 
sticks, and strong braided nylon 
cord instead of string, especially 
usetul for the bigger kites (up to 300 
feet long) which can take up to six 
people to fly. : 

Van Sant’s sculptures in this show 
are made of different types of wood, 
‘“‘a lot of found objects,’’ bronze, 
soldered copper and various other

materials 

But this ‘‘Renaissance artist’’ is 
equally capable with many different 
artistic media, including painting, 
rock mosaics, and sculptures in 
wood. iron and concrete, Pahl siad. 


“When an artist has developed a 
terrific sense of design and a high 
degree of craftsmanship, he is not 
limited to only one media,” Pahl 
Said. 

“The is an artist whose work will 
speak of excellence no matter what 
material or dimensions he’s using.

He can do two or three-dimensional 
work with equal facility. His kites 
are a bright and vivid celebration of 
this capability,’ he added. 


After the gallery show, Van Sant’s 
works will travel to Sydney, 
Brisbane, Honolulu and then back to 
California. 

Pahl said a film showing the 
artist’s kites in flight will be shown 
throughout the exhibit. Included in 
the film is his largest kite 300 feet. in

License plates 


“Victims of severe lung disease are now eligible for 
ial license plates and placards reserved for the han- 
capped, according to Lionel E. Hudson, executive 
director of the Lung Association of San Bernardino, Inyo 
and Mono counties. Legislation extending the benefit, SB 
1585, was authored by state Senator Jerry Smith (D-12) 
in conjunction with the Lung Association. The law 
became effective Jan. 1. 
Hudson said the disabled person plates or placard 
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allow handicapped individuals to park for an unlimited 
period in zones which are time - restricted, and permit 
them to park free in metered parking spaces 

‘Existing law has entitled persons who have lost the 
use of limbs or hands. or who are unable to move without 
the aid of a mechanical device, to obtain the disabled 
license plates,’ Hudson said. ‘‘The victims of a severe 
lung disease suffer from a hidden handicap: one which 
can strict their movements as severely as those who 
have lost the use of limbs. This legislation recognizes the 
hidden handicap and makes it possible for the lung dis- 
ease victim to conduct a less restricted life.’ 

The handicapped person has a choice of the disabled 
person, or ‘‘DP”’ plates for his or her car at no cost, or 
may get a handicapped placard for $4. The parking 
placard is assigned to the individual, and may be dis- 
played in any vehicle used to transport the disabled per- 
son. The placard provides the same parking privileges as 
the diabled person plates, Hudson said 

To qualify for the plate or placard, the lung disease 
patient should call the Department of Motor Vehicles for 
application form reg. 195, which requires a physician's 
statement of the severity of pulmonary incapacity. The 
form will be mailed if the patient does not wisk to pick it 
up in person. For more information contact the Depart-

Mental health clinic 


A full range of San Bernardino County Department of 
Mental Health outpatient services are now being offered 
to residents of Chino and surrounding areas. The county 
mental! health outpatient unit, located on the second floor 
in the Public Health Office at 13260 Central Ave., has 
been open since Nov. 1 and provides services 40 hours a 
week. 

According to Dr. Cassandra Stewart, the psychologist 
in charge of the unit, services are available for children 
and adolescents, alcohol, general adult problems, 
families, and marital problems. Also available are 
medication services and psychiatric evaluations, and 
continuing care — or post hospitalization —- planning. 

“Right now, we're trying to determine what the actual 
needs are going to be here,”’ Stewart said. ‘‘The depart- 
ment is going to make every effort to be responsive to 
those needs.”’ 

Since it opened, the clinic has been averaging 25 to 30 
client hours of service a week. The clinic is one of two 
outpatient units recently opened and being run by the 
Department of Mental Health in communities outside 
the central unit in San Bernardino, The other has been 
set up in the department's Continuing Care Services of- 
fice at 210 W. B St., Ontario. 

The offices are part of a DMH general plan to provide 
outpatient services in five comprehensive service dis- 
tricts in the county — the West End, Victorville - 
Barstow, Redlands - Yucaipa, San Bernardino and Fon- 
tana. 

Staffing in the Chino clinic includes a full-time psy- 
chologist (Stewart), a full-time clerk, a psychiatrist 12 
hours a week, and two psychologists, two psychiatric 
social workers and a social work intern — all part time. 
The unit is also set up to handle referrals to other agen- 
cies in the West End area.

The report is the county’s 
proposed response to a request by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. for 
counties to suggest what state- 
mandated programs could be 
modified or eliminated, and in turn, 
help relieve the property tax burden 
on local homeowners. 

After the supervisors review 


Goodwin’s report next week, they 
will forward it to Roy Bell, Brown’s 
finance director, who may well 
develop the counties’ suggestions as 
part of the governor’s package of 
property tax reforms. 

The 71 state-mandated county 
programs cited in Goodwin’s report, 


As outlined in the report, total 
savings could be $22,821,944. 


Of the 71 programs, health and 
welfare account for the largest 
number at 31, with a possible 
savings of $20,575,951. Others are 
general government programs, 23, 
at $829,615; public. protection 
programs, 15, at $1,296,378, and 
highway and transportation 
programs, 2, at $120,000. 


Goodwin’s report urges the shift 
of health and welfare costs from 
county government, dependent upon 
the property tax, to state 
government, whose chief revenue 
source is the income tax. 


However, Goodwin merely 
mentioned a shift ‘‘to a tax base 
other than the property tax and one 
which more adequately reflects

Kodak photographers made 
arrangements several months in ad- 
vance to film activities on board the 
sailing ship, The Sevin, which helps 
train teen-agers in the maritime art 
of their ancestors. But when the 
photographers finally found the ship 
in heavy, open seas outside Oslo, the 
captain greeted them through an in- 


terpreter by saying ‘‘We have ab- 
solutely no idea what you are up to 
As far as we know, you are pirates 
boarding the ship.” 

Fishing for sea trout in the fjords 
with a native fisherman, the 
photographers discovered another 
variation on Scandinavian personali- 
ty and hospitality. The fisherman, 
with a little casting help from the 
crew, caught three sea trout in the 
course of the filming 

“These people fish to eat, not for 
sport, so we really didn’t expect to 
see those trout again,’ said Harris. 
“But evidently, after we went back 
to our hotel that night, the fisher- 
man brought the trout to the hotel 
manager and instftucted him to 
deliver them to us for breakfast. We 
had eaten our regular breakfast 
when they very ceremoniously 
presented us with the piece de 
resistance — the cooked trout. We 
shared our delicacy with the other 
diners and had an impromptu party 
thanks to the generous fisherman 


who took food off his family’s table 


so we could enjoy it.”

But when you sit 
quietly waiting for a light 
to change, completely re- 
laxed physically and men- 
tally, you are at the mercy 
of the sudden, sickening 
jolt from behind which 
lashes your head back- 
ward (or backward and 
forward) on the top of 
your spine. 

“The result is an accel- 
eration injury. Although 
it is true that some com- 
plications are a conven- 
ient and imaginary dam- 
age which serves as a basis 
for litigation, you can be 
sure that in most instances 
the innocent sufferer has 
sustained painful after ef- 
fects which may last for 
months or years. (Even 
though litigation is over 
and X-rays and other ex- 








oceur even when X-rays 
fail to disclose any major 
injury. 

“In rabbits, investiga- 
tors found that there wes 
also damage to the middle 
ear-which may be one 
reason why, in humans, 
there are complaints of 
dizziness, headaches and 
loss of equilibrium. Other 
symptons are blurring of 
vision, nausea, and of 
course neck pain, muscu- 
lar spasm and limitation 
of neck motion. . . 

“Qne way to prevent 
serious injuries is to have 
specially built car seat ex- 
tensions to lessen sudden 
extension-flexion of the 
neck. But until we do we 
can only hope and pray 
that some careless driver 
doesn’t give us a sudden

ANSWER: The Upland Public Library has not held a 
fine-free week since April, 1975. It is the present policy of 
the library to require patrons who hold their library 
materials overdue, whether for a short or a long period, 
to pay their fines. This seems to be the fairest policy for 
everyone. 


Reminders are sent to patrons who return their 
materials but forget to pay their fines. As for materials 
not returned, after receiving a second notice from the 
library, patrons who still hold materials receive bills 
from the city Finance Department.

Conibear creates Bible Land 


Jesus in sand 


By Marie Toenniessen 


The Holy Land is a land filled with 
sights, sounds and smells peculiar to 
the region of Christ’s birth, life and 
death on this earth nearly 2,000 
years ago. 

If you long to make this trip but 
lack time or money, you might in- 
stead make a short tip to Bible 
Land, the closest thing to the real 
thing this side of Israel. 

Bible Land, on 37 acres of land 
leased by the water company, is be- 
ing created by well known sand ar- 
tist Ted Conibear. 

More than one million people sign- 
ed the registry at Conibear’s 
original Bible Land off the beaten 
path. 

The new Bible Land is located 
Seven miles east of Redlands on 
Calimesa Boulevard. 

Nearing Bible Land your eyes will 
immediately be drawn to three 
crosses high on Golgotha’s Hill. 
Beautiful landscaping and walkways 
appear throughout the park, with 
buildings patterned after those in 
the Mideast in Jesus’ time, but with 
electricity and plumbing. 

Entering, you will notice a full- 
size statue of Jesus kneeling in 
prayer in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. Also displayed are the 
Nativity Scene, Jesus Blessing the 
Children, and the life-size 
reconstruction of the Lord’s Supper. 
Under reconstruction is the Woman 
at the Well. 

The Nativity and Gethsemane 
scenes were moved from the 
original Bible Land, explained 
Conibear in a recent interview. The 
Last Supper, however, was too large 
so Conibear recreated it for the 
ninth time. He has sculpted it in Los 
Angeles, Sacramento, St. Louis, 
Chicago, New York and Goldenberg, 
Tennessee. This is his only creation 
of the Last Supper now in existance, 
he said. The sculpture required 20 
tons of sand and six months’ work. It 
is a masterpiece fashoined from 
Leonardo da Vinci's famous pain- 
ting. 

Conibear’s friends and neighbors 
posed as models for the Last Supper. 
Looking closely at the face of John 
the Beloved, the facial features of 
the artist may be distinguished. 
Conibear’s son holds the lamb in the 
Nativity Scene and his daughter-in- 
law posed for the Woman at the 
Well. 

Several years ago, the Conibears 
visited the Holy Land where Ted 
took pictures and ineasurements of 


the Garden Tomb. Bible Land's 
tomb, an exact replica of the one in 
the Holy Land, is the only scene not 
carved in sand. ‘‘Visitors may walk 
into the tomb just as the women did 
in Bible times,’’ Conibear noted. 

The artist, a native of Penn- 
sylvania, now past 70, has been 
sculpturing for more than 50 years; 
although he did dabble in the art 
when a small ‘‘tad’’ of 10. 

“‘T used to watch a sand sculptor in 
Bell Island, Michigan,” he recalled. 
‘After a while I tried to make things 
myself and they turned out pretty 
well.”’ Since his first creation on a 
Detroit Beach at the age of 20, 
thousands have watched him in 
parks, fairs and every large city of 
the nation. 

While working between two stores 
in downtown Los Angeles, he 
careted his first religious theme. 
Public reaction to this statue of 
Christ of the Cross was so 
overwhelming that he turned ex- 
clusively to large-size Bible scenes. 
He has been creating these scenes in 
the United States and Canada for 
more than 40 years. 3 

Conibear is the world’s most uni- 
que sand artist, with a technique all 
his own in packing sand with water. 
To watch his hands and fingers at 
work is an education. His tools are 
a paring knife, a teaspoon and two 
artists brushes. When the statue 
dries it iasis indefinitely. 

Bible Land when completed will 
contain the world’s greatest 
reproductions of life-size scenes of 
Bible history, from Genesis to 
Relevation. The artist plans to add 
some camels and recreate Noah's 
Ark. 

“It will be the same size as the ac- 
tual ark,”’ he stressed. ‘‘I plan to 
erect a building to house smaller 
displays of the life of Christ before I 
reach the end of my 25-year lease.”’ 

Admission to Bible Land is free. 
There is a place for free-will 
donations to help build and maintain 
the facility. It is operated non- 
denominationally. 

The Conibears present programs 
for local churches’ and 
organizations. Proceeds from these 
progreams’ also help build Bible 
Land. To schedule such a program 
call (714) 795-3262. 

To reach Bible Land take the San 
Bernardino Freeway to Calimesa 
off-ramp, go left to Frontage Road, 
and then left on Frontage Road one 
mile.

Eliminate deadwood 


Winter pruning 
instructions given 


During the winter 
months, when many plants 
are leafless and sound 
asleep, we prune roses, 
fruit trees, grapes and 
berries. Spring flowering 
deciduous shrubs, however, 
should not be pruned until 
after they bloom. To cut 
them back now would only 
reduce the number of soon- 


to-bloom flower buds. 
Gardeners prune to 


eliminate deadwood and 
cross-over branching and to 
develop attractive, sound 
branching structures. The 
fruit trees are the most 
regularly pruned of all 
trees. They are pruned 
according to selected 
patterns to give the 
maximum amount of 
sunlight and air. Most 
backyard fruit trees should 
have trunks not over 20 
inches in height; that is the 
distance from the crown to 
the first fork of the main 
branches called the 
scaffolds. 

The main scaffolds should 
be 2, 3, or 4 in number and 
branch off at different 
levels or heights. Such a 
structural arrangement is 
stronger and guards against 
decay, which starts in the 
forks where several larger 
limbs arise from the same 
point. 

The scaffold branches 
should extend upward and 
outward for at least 6 feet 
before breaking out into 
framework limbs. The 
framework limbs (more or 
less horizontal, short, thick 


Wicker in 
planters 


Just how much nostalgia 
and contemporary have in 
common is shown by a new 
wall planter that duplicates 
the look of old-time white- 
painted wicker, right down 
to the texture of the natural 
fibers 

Representing a new 
design dimension, even for 
a company like Burwood, 
the planter begins with an 
elaborate scroll-shaped 
trellis 12 by 24-%4 inches 
high.

more than 4 feet. Scaffold 
limbs should angle away 
from the trunk, at 30 to 45 
degree angles and should 
terminate in a profusion of 
framework branches. 

In pruning any trees or 
shrubs it is good to 
remember that there are 
four kinds of wood — dead, 
old, firm, and young; and 
two kinds of buds — leaf and 
flower. Learn the 
difference before you cut 
anything at all. The dead 
wood you can spot at once 


The old wood is not doing 
much in the way of leaves, 
buds or sprouts; it looks 
gray or dry, and is found 
inside and low down. The 
firm wood is green; it 
supports leaves and all the 
new growth. The new 
growth where all the 
current activity is 
expressed is lighter green, 
fresh and it reaches out all 
through the season. It bears 
two kinds of buds; flat 
pointed which open out into 
leaves and further new 


growth: and fat, round 
which explode into 
blossoms. 


Combat pests in 
apple, peach trees 


Gardeners need special 
tactics to combat pests 
which are particular to 
peach and apple trees, 
advises the California 
Association of Nurserymen. 
While dormant spraying 
before buds open controls 
many over-wintering pests, 
special treatment is 
required to control peach 
leaf curl and _ coddling 
moths. Before doing any 
dormant spraying be sure to 
thoroughly irrigate fruit 


trees to prevent spray 
damage. 


Peach leaf curl, a 
prevalent fungus disease of 
peaches, must be curtailed 
if you are to have healthy 
trees and this can be 


accomplished easily with | 


speciual fungicides 
available at your local 
nursery. Two applications 
are recommended: the first 
in late fall and the second in 
winter before buds swell.

$15 million is too much

What costs $15 billion, 
claims to scive the school 
financing dilemma, 
promises property tax 
relief without new taxes 
and can't possibly fly? 

Answer: Governor 
Brown's budget 

Ten years ago, when | 
was first elected to the 
state Senate, I reluctantly 
voted in favor of Governor 
Reagan’s $5 billion budget 
There were a lot of things in 
there that I didn’t agree 
with, but I deferred to my 
older, and presumably 
wiser Republican 
colleagues who told me that 
“politics is the art of com- 
promise.’ and we needed to 
be ‘‘realistic.”’ After all, its 
was a ‘‘barebones”’ budget 

Well, barebones budgets 
have come and gone and I 


see that the price is now up 
to $15 billion. The question 
we must ask ourselves is 
whether we are truly get- 
ting what we pay for 


In an article which 
appeared in ‘‘Newsweek”’ 
magazine, Milton Friedman 
convincingly argues that 
the price we pay for govern- 
ment services bears little 
relationship to their 
relative quality or worth 
Quoting one of C. Northcote 
Parkinson's famous laws, 
Friedman concludes that. 
indeed, ‘‘expenditure rises 
to meet income.’ To back 
up that claim, the noted 
economist draws some 
rather startling com- 
parisons between the states 
of Vermont and New 
Hampshire

Water quality 
workshop set 


Government programs 
related to water polluti 
control are dangling the 
brass ring of citizen par 
ticipation in front of the 
public. Citizens who fail to 
grasp the ‘208 ring will 
miss an important oppor- 
tunity to express their con- 
cerns about what should be 
done to solve water 
problems, according to two 
Southern California groups 

To help inform the public 
on what can be done to im- 
prove the Southland’s water 
quality, the Izaak Walton 
League and the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments (SCAG) are 
cosponsoring an informal 
workshop and various ex- 
periments on Sunday, Feb 
6 at the Santa Ana River 
Regional Park in Rubidoux 
from 1 to 3:30 p.m. 

‘This program is like a 
traveling road show. Its 
director, David Whitney 
has been traveling 
throughout the nation in a 
23-foot motor home, dubbed 
the ‘Water Wagon’, conduc- 
ting water quality 
workshops at streamside 
lccations in various com- 
munities,’ said Yorba Lin- 
da Mayor Henry Wedaa 
chairman of the SCAG 208 
Water Quality Committee 

“This is an excellent op- 
portunity for persons in- 
terested in water quality to 
join the campaign for clean 
water.” 

The designation ‘'208” 
refers to Section 208 of the 
Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act of 1972, that 
requires communities to 
prepare areawide waste 
treatment management 
plans 

The association has been 
designated as the 208 
Areawide Treatment 
Management Planning 
Agency by the California 
State Water Resources Con- 
trol Board. As a result of 
this designation, SCAG will 
coordinate a two-year 
program to develop a water 
management program for 
the South Coast region 

Involvement of SCAG will 
concentrate on nonpoint 
source pollution. An exam- 
ple of this type of pollution 
is water runoff after a 


rainstorm which picks up 
rubber, gasoline, oil and 
even chemical 


fertilizers

markedly in that Vermont 
has both a state sales tax 
and a personal income tax. 
New Hampshire has 
neither. According to 
Parkinson’s Law, Ver- 
mont’s expenditures should 
correspondingly rise to con- 
sume this additional in- 
come. Friedman cites a 
study which proves just 
that. State and local expen- 
ditures in 1974, as a percen- 
tage of personal income, 
were almost 50 per cent 
higher in Vermont, the third 
most heavily taxed state in 
the union. New Hampshire, 
by the way, is 47th on that 
scale 

Surely, one might res- 
pond, New Hampshire must 
feel the repercussions of 
such severe underfunding. 
On the contrary, education 
claimed more than nine per 
cent of personal income in 
Vermont compared to 6.6 
per cent in New Hampshire, 
where. incidentally, 
teachers’ salaries are 
higher 

But the money has to 
come from somewhere, 
doesn't it? What about 
property taxes? 

Sorry, but based on the 
personal income scale, 
property taxes in Vermont 
are slightly higher than in 
New Hampshire. Further- 
more, on the same scale, 


Vermont gets twice as 
much money from 
Washington. 


Again, the only way to get 
a true picture of debt is asa 


percentage of income, since 
income determines the 
ability to repay what is 
borrowed. On this scale, 
New Hampshire wins again.

The moral of the story is 
this: If we sincerely wish to 
reduce the cost of govern- 
ment, then we must 
research the question 
thoroughly, reading the im- 
portant studies and study- 
ing the important reports. 
When we have completed 
this task, we should forget 
it all and simply clamp the 
lid on government taxes 
and, accordingly, 
government spending. And 
that’s the name of that tune.
